FLEMINGSBURG, KENTUCKY, 

September i4Th, 1898. ; 

The seventy-eighth session of the Kentucky Annual 1 

Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in 
the Methodist Church at Flemingsburg, Kentucky, September 
14th, 1898, at 9 a. m.. Bishop J. C. Cranberry, President, in 
the chair. The Bishop conducted the devotional exercises, 
reading the Seventeenth Chapter of John, and announcing 
hymn number 228, after the singing of which he lead the Con- 
ference in prayer. The Secretary of the last Conference called 
the roll, and 101 clerical and eleven lay members answered to 
their names. 

F. S. Pollitt was re-elected S3cretary. It was ordered that 
the Conference meet at 9 a. m. and adjourn at 12 m. 

The bar was fixed to include the space in front of a line at 
north side of the second window from the pulpit. 

On nomination of the Presiding Elders the following 
<)ommittees were constituted:

Report of the Board of Missions. 

Tiie fifty-second annual report of the General Board of 
Missions gives some encouraging facts that mark progress in 
the regions beyond. It shows that during the past quadre- 
nuniuni 2,177 have been added to our membership in foreign 
fields. The working force has been increased by the addition of 
ten recruits; the debt of §140,000 has been paid, while the 
annual collections for Foreign Missions have steadily in- 
creased. We note the following found in the circular letter to 
the Conferences from the Secretaries of the Parent Board : 

“Numerical results fail to represent either the quality or 
amount of work done. Some of the greatest achievements of 
our missionaries can never be measured'by human standards. 
They have had to contend with the powers of darkness, and 
much of the conflict has been waged in the arena of the unseen, 
but victory has been none the less real. The Sword of the 
Spirit has steadily won its trophies in Brazil and China; love 
has wroUii;ht wonders in Korea; faith is triumphing in Japan 
and Mexico ; and the star of hope rises high over oppressed 
and benighted Cuba,’’ 

It is gratifying to state that mission work will be enter- 
prtSed at once in ("uba. 

“Our Western work continues to be a problem,” is a 
signiticant statement found in the report of the General Board. 
It is the sense of your Conference Board that in this “Western 
Work” there is a useless expenditure of money and time. We 
are firm in the conviction that the men and money used in this 
field could be utilized in the mission fields of our older Confer- 
ences to a much greater advantage,, and ' where the M. E. 
Church is strong in the West that section should be left for 
her cultivation. 

( 41 ) 
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The demands and importance of our Home Work in the 
cities have been in a measure overlooked. In the larger cities 
of our Conference we believe there is missionary ground un- 
occupied. It is the sense of this Board that cities having 
from thirty to forty thousand inhabitants should have more 
than one Southern Methodist Church. 

We call attention to the following : 

1. It is important that the attention of both Presiding 
Elders and preachers be called to Articles XVII. and XVIII. 
of the Constitution of the Board. The former provides, by 
special enactment of the last General Conference, that the 
Presiding Elder shall preach on the subject of Missions an- 
nually in each charge in the District, and shall conduct with 
his preachers a missionary institute early in the Conference 
year. The second article mentioned stresses missionary mass 
meetings and the circulation of missionary literature, and lays 
upon the pastor the obligation of providing for the same. 

2. We urge the pastors to aid in the circulation of 
Missionary literature, especially the Review of Missions, which 
will be sent one year to new subscribers for the nominal price 
of twenty-five cents. 

3. Attention is called to the fact of the change of the law 
relating to the organization of Sunday Schools into Missionary 
Societies. Every pastor is now required to organize his Sunday 
Schools into Missionary Societies. 

4. We are pleased to have with us our recently elected 
Missionary Secretary, Rev. J. H. Pritchett, D. D. 

5. The Board requested the reappointment by the Bishop, 
of Rev. Julius Edwin Wright, as Conference Secretary of 
Missions; also that he appoint, for special services in the Lon- 
don District, a number of pastors who shall hold meetings at 
such times as may be arranged by the preachers in charge of 
the Missions and the Conference Secretary.

19th, 1898 : 

We rejoice to report that the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society of Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, during the past year, closing June 10th, 1898, lias been 
encouraging. 

There has been a steady growth all along the line. Miss 
Bruce having been appointed to Ybor school under the auspices 
of the Home Missionary Society, Mrs. Geo. N. Buffington 
kindly accepted the position of Conference Secretary, which 
office she filled most satisfactorily and successfully. Her 
resignation at the close of the year caused deep regret. 

The amount for the Sam Jones scholarship having been 
secured we now have its first beneficiary in the Scarritt Bible 
and Training School in the person of Miss Sue Ford, of Paris, 
Ky. With gratitude for the benefits of this institution to our 
special work, we record from its catalogue of 1897 and 1898, 
that from its halls six Missionaries have gone to China, two to 
Mexico, five to Brazil, one to India, one to Siam and one to 
Japan. Quoting from Mrs. Buffington’s report ‘Hhe thank 
offering to be appropriated to the Hays, Wilkens and McGavock 
memorials the support of a Bible Woman by each District, 
and the Easter offering for the Belle Bennett Chair” fund, our 
pledge for which was $250. It gives me great pleasure to state 
that $348 39 has been contributed to this special, making an 
increase of $98.39 over and above our pledge. 

There are ninety-eight adult auxiliaries, 1,378 adult mem- 
bers. Two Adult Auxiliaries organized during the year.

If each of these organizations would make to our funds 
a thank offering of five dollars, what a beautiful testimony of 
their gratitude it would be, and this amount would give life to 
about ten churches more. 
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The Parent Board has requested the co-operation of “the 
Conference and Conference Board to prevent misappropriation 
of any of the funds ot the General Board/^ 

Your Conference Board urgently solicits the assistance of 
Pastors and Presiding Elders to the end that the appropria- 
tions made by it, shall accomplish the intentions desired and 
required.

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Report of Woman’s Home Mission Society. 



During the recent session of the General Conference a few 
changes were asked for in our Constitution. For the second 
time we have changed our name — we asked for the shorter name 
of iVoman’s Home Mission Society’’ and received it. 

The number who constitute the executive power of the 
body has been increased. 

The paying out of the Conference half of the dues differs 
somewhat from the old method. All dues are now sent by the 
Conference Treasurer to the General Treasurer, who will place 
to the credit of each Conference Society one-half of the mem- 
bership dues sent, this amount being used for aiding parsonages 
in their own Conferences. 

The object and work of the Society remain the same as 
from the beginning — only a different method of doing the same 
work. The state of the Society for the Conference year 1897- 
1898 is as follows: 

Fifty Adult and ten Young People’s Societies. Total 
membership, 754. 

The Conference Society has assisted three parsonages dur- 
ing the year ; three more applications are to be considered 
during our Annual Session. 

Four boxes' of supplies and $48 in money have been sent 
to the Cuban schools in Florida and to our mountain preachers. 

Of the thirty-eight Conferences engaged in the Home 
Mission work, Kentucky Conference takes the lead in amount 
of money raised for special work. 

The ‘^Sue Bennett Memorial School,” at London, Ky., 
is a substantial brick building, the property of the Society. It 
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has a superior faculty of six teachers, and closed its last session 
with 210 pupils. 

Four Cottages, of four rooms each, have been erected. 
One of these was given by the Kentucky Conference Society. 
These cottages have been built for those pupils who wish 
to rent and board themselves. 

Our sainted Miss Lucinda B. Helm left a small sum of 
money to erect a cottage at the school ; to this an additional 
amount will be added, and an Industrial Department added to 
the school. 

The complete furnishing and equipment of the school 
building and the erection of additional cottages are the im- 
mediate and pressing needs of the school. 

If we would realize our highest aim, to advance the work 
that we have begun, vve must gain the co-operation of our 
women. 

More than 15,000 women belong to the Kentucky Con- 
ference and have taken the vows of the church to support 
her institutions^ but many fail through ignorance or indiffer- 
ence. Can we not enlighten this ignorance and overcome this 
indifference? 

This Society should multiply its organizations in every 
District and Pastoral charge.

Report of Conference Board of Education. 

Your Board notes with gratitude the progress of our 
Educational institutions of a connectional character. 

Dr. J. D. Hammond, the new Secretary of the General 
Board, is entering auspiciously the field formerly so ably occu- 
pied by Dr. R. J. Bigham, and we trust the Church will co- 
operate generously with him in the great work entrusted to 
him. 

We recognize the increasing usefulness of the Vanderbilt 
University, and its value to the entire church as furnishing 
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means for the higher education of our young men. Its students 
are making full proof of their ministry throughout the entire 
church. 

The Institution has had 800 students the past year ; eighty 
( of these in the thological department, six more than ever before 
, in its history. 

We would pledge our cordial support in every way to 
this Institution. 

The Payne and Layne Institutes are doing a noble work. 
It is a matter for profound gratitude that the Haygood 
Memorial Hall is now an assured success through the liberality 
of our church. This will insure an enlarging field of useful- 
ness in the work of colored education. 

We concur in the recommendation of the Parent Board 
that the sum of $400, as formerly, be assessed on the Conference. 

The Sue Bennett Memorial School, at London, is meeting 
a long-felt want in conserving and advancing the work of the 
church in the mountains of Kentucky. We rejoice in its 
prosperity and expect great things of this school in the days to 
come. 

The Board further recommends that we fix the first Sunday 
of January, 1899, for the opening of the Educational campaign 
to raise $1,500,000 for education, in accordance with the plan 
of the last General Conference, that a sermon on the subject be 
preached that day and the plan explained. We also recommend 
that provision be made in the District Conferences for an 
educational service and day, if possible. 

We recommend that E. G. B. Mann be elected Conference 
Educational Secretary. 

We recommend appointments as follows ; E. H Pearce, 
President Kentucky Wesleyan College; T. J. Dodd, Principal 
Dodd High School ; J. W. Hughes, President Asbury College ; 
C. E. Boswell, Professor in Asbury College ; C. C. Fisher, 
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Report of Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

The Committee on Books and Periodicals would respect- 
fully report that they have had under consideration the com- 
munication from our Book Agents, Messrs. Barbee and Smith, 
and the specimens of our periodical literature, referred to us 
by the Annual Conference, and hail with delight the evidences 
they furnish of intelligent and consecrated thrift. In the total 
amount of business done there has been a gain over last year 
of $10,276.43, with nearly $10,000 gain in assets. This has 
been accomplished while quarantine against yellow fever for 
nearly three months cut off the trade with a large part of our 
territory, and the literature of war had right of way over the 
literature of the Kingdom of Peace and Good Will. Our 
Agents enter upon their work again with better prospects than 
have ever obtained in our Church history. It will appear 
without suggestion from us that the prosperity of our Publishing 
House depends upon is the loyal activity of the individual 
pastor in his own field of labor. He can do no better service 
than to give his personal study to, and faithful dissemination of 
our literature, whether he seeks his own advantage, the ad- 
vantage of Methodism or the extension of his Master’s King- 
dom. It is fortunate for us that the skill of our workmen, 
the mechanical appliances of our plant, the financial resources 
and business energy of our enterprise, and the beauty of its 
products, are unsurpassed by any establishment on the Con- 
tinent. 

We have equal cause for congratulation in the intellectual 
and spiritual force of the editors in charge of the several de- 
partments of our literature. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate under Rev. Dr. E.E.Hoss 
continues to furnish us exactly the mental and spiritual 
pabulous needed by our people, and it does not suffer in corn- 
pabulum with the best papers furnished by other denominations. 
As our people need other departments of intelligence in their 
leading and central Organ the General Conference will furnish 
the means and the Agents will furnish the space for their dis- 
cussion. 
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Rev. Dr. J. J. Tigert is makiDg for us a very superior Re- 
view, and deserves credit for enlisting the services of so many 
of our most thoughtful preachers and laymen. 

His own contributions to the Scientific Study of our 
History and Economy have awakened a widely spread appre- 
ciation in other churches besides our own, and his treatment of 
‘‘Topics of the Day,’’ and criticism of current literature have 
proven of great value to our ministers and people. We can 
not too heartily urge upon our pastors the careful reading of 
our Review, not only for their personal culture but also for the 
benefit of our more thoughtful hearers. 

It is with pleasure that we note the enlargement of our 
Epworth Era under the management of Dr. H. M. Dubose. He 
seems to thoroughly understand the mission of the “League” to 
be the “cultivation of the piety and loyalty of our young people 
and their education in the Bible and Christian literature.” The 
freedom from personal gossip and the interest thrown about our 
institutions and enterprises in the highly spiritual and in- 
tellectual vein of recent numbers of this paper will surely effect 
salutary changes in the administration of our Leagues and the 
enterprises they inaugurate.

Report on Bible Cause. 

Your Committee appointed to consider the Bible Cause 
begs leave to report as follows : 

All of Protestant Christianity is a unit in the belief that 
“the word of God is the only and sufficient rule of all human 
faith and ethics.” “An Open Bible” and “The Priesthood of 
the People” is the great broad basis on which rests all civil 
and religious liberty, from which is evolved the highest and 
best type of Christian man and womanhood. 

Therefore the great and unselfish work being done by the 
American Bible Society is fundamental to all Christian ag- 
gressiveness both at home and abroad, and can not be over- 
estimated. To reach the neglected in our own land, and 
especially in our Foreign Mission fields the word of God as cir- 
I culated by the American Bible Society in 350 languages and 
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dialects is indispensable. If the Bible Society stops work, the 
work of Foreign Missions stops with it. 

After careful investigation your Committee has reached 
the conclusion that this great and benevolent institution needs 
money and must have it or it can not keep abreast with the 
demands made on it, either at home or abroad. 

The churches are now intensely active in their respective 
denominational work. They are building schools and colleges, 
hospitals and orphanages, churches and parsonages in the home 
field, and the missionaries are pressing the battle to the wall in 
foreign lands. They are thus monopolized and are forgetting 
this great undenominational interest which lies at the base of all 
Gospel propagation. 

But w’hile the income of this Society is being cut off the 
intense activity of missionaries in the foreign field causes them to 
acquire more rapidly new languages and dialects, into which 
the Bible must be translated and then published, which at once 
diminishes the income and increases the expenses of the Society. 

Besides all these extra demands being made on the Society 
at home, the Y. M. C. A. and other Christian workers among 
them, have issued a call for 100,000 copies of the New Testa- 
ment for our Army and Navy. This demand must be met. 

In view of all these facts, be it 

Resolved, That the Joint Board of Finance of this Con- 
terence be and is hereby instructed to divide among the several 
Districts of the Conference on the basis of the division of other 
assessments made by said Board, the sum of six hundred dollars, 
which shall be apportioned to the various pastoral charges by 
the District Stewards and that said amount be turned over to 
the American Bible Society as a donation.

MRS. ELIZABETH F. POWER. 

Mrs Elizabeth F. Power, widow of the late Rev.[,W. D. Powder, of the 
Kentucky Conference M. E. Church, South, was born in Fleming County, 
Kentucky, May 26th, 1841, and died in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
March 9th, 1898. 

She was married to Rev. W. D. Power February 20th, 1862. 

They had five children— four daughters and one son. Two daughters 
are dead, the others remain. 

Sister Power was the child of devout Christian parents, which had 
much to do with her religious career. She united with the Church in 
October, 1851, at Clover Hill, in Fleming County, and was converted at 
Parish Chapel, Nicholas County, September, 1856. 

She was an active worker in the Church, and was faithful during her 
married life in sharing the hardships of her husband’s itinerancy. 

For several years just prior to her death she was an invalid. 

Her disease was nervous prostration, ending in paralysis, which caused 
her death. This, as one would expect, caused her to be at times very 
despondent. Is is, therefore, a matter of pleasant mention, that just before 
she was stricken down, she was present at a protracted meeting in the 
town of Millersburg, where she resided, and was greatly revived. This 
proved a happy providential circumstance, preparing her to meet the last 
enemy complacently. 



MRS. ANGIE ECKLAR. 

Mrs. Angie Ecklar, beloved wife of Rev. W. T. Ecklar, died at 
Chaplin, Kentucky, August ist, 1898. She was the daughter of Solomon 
Brannock, of Harrison County, Kentucky; was born February 4th, 1857. 
From a child she knew the scriptures, being taught in a Christian home.

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Her father’s house was the resting place of all the ministers who labored 
in that part of the country, and she grew up in their society. As a child she 
was affectionate and dutiful, and nobly responded to every household de- 
mand. Her mother being an invalid, much of the weight of home duties 
fell upon her while but a young girl, but she discharged every duty 
promptly, and managed domestic affairs with a masterly hand. At the age 
of twenty-one, during a meeting held by Revs. T. B. Cook and B. F. 
Bristow, she was converted and united with the Church. She remained a 
faithful member until death. She bore her last illness with Christian 
fortitude, and was cheerful till the last. She seemed to have a premonition 
of her death some months before, and looked forward to it without a fear. 
Her life was bound up in the work of the Church, and she shrank from no 
sacrifice imposed for the promotion of the interests of God’s Kingdom. 
Some day the books shall be opened and the noble deeds of the women who 
have contributed so much to the making of the men of Methodism, shall 
appear on Heaven’s record; then we shall know how much of the glory of 
our victories belong to those who have labored, and prayed, ‘ ‘stayed by the 
stuff,” while we have gone forth in the Master’s work. They doubtless 
shall come, bearing precious sheaves. God gave sister Ecklar a peaceful 
hour in death, and she went out of this world without a cloud in her sky.
